Wholesale prices rise .3% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Wholesale prices rose 0.3 per cent in July as inflation con­ 
tinued its summer pattern of moderate expansion, the government said today. 
The small July advance in the Wholesale Price Index, which translates into an an­ 
nual inflation rate of 3.6 per cent, followed similar WP1 increases of 0.3 per cent in 
May and 0.4 per cent in June. 
The Labor Department said the index—considered by many economists to be the 
government’s most effective tool for gauging inflation—now stands at 184.3 on its 
1967 base of 100. 
Food prices fell 1 per cent in July, the first such decline in four months. 
But prices on industrial commodities such as petroleum,, lumber and metal 
products rose 0.7 per cent in July, their largest upswing since last a similar jump last 
January. 


John Kendrick, the Commerce Department’s top acting economist, said he found 
the July figures “quite pleasing.” 
“I think wholesale prices on the average will continue to rise at a fairly moderate 
rate in the coming months.” he said. 


Kendrick said he does not think food prices will continue to drop as much as they 
did in July and that he is not alarmed by last month’s increase in industrial com­ 
modities because it “does not reflect the basic underlying rate.” 
Industrial commodities are one of three parts used to measure the price index and 
nearly four-fifths of overall July increase came as a result of large price increases 
for petroleum, lumber and metal products. 
The decline in the farm product prices took some of the ¿ting out of the large in­ 
creases registered by fuel, wood and metal commodities and helped keep the overall 
advance in the index down. 
The third part of the WPI— the processed food and feeds index—fell 0.9 per cent 
last month, the department said. That was its first decline in five months. 
Although wholesale prices do not always translate into lower retoil prices for con­ 
sumers, the WPI and the Consumer Price Index generally move in tandem. The 
small July change in wholesale prices could translate into a similar cost of living 
change later. 
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Buckley 'spoiler' 
move draws little 
reaction from GOP 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford’s strength in the pivotal Mis­ 
sissippi delegation has grown and the 
possible candidacy of New York Sen. 
James Buckley would produce no defec­ 
tions, the chief White House spokesman 
said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen spoke to 
reporters in Washington this morning 
after Buckley said Wednesday he would 
enter the struggle between Ford and 
Ronald Reagan for the Republican 
presidential nomination if it will “free 
up” next week’s GOP National Conven­ 
tion here. 
Nessen said a survey taken since 
Buckley announced he may offer his 
name in nomination at next week’s GOP 
National Convention if he can deadlock 
the battle between Ford and Ronald 
Reagan on the first ballot sh ow ed no 
switches to the New York senator. 
“We don’t see any Ford delegates 
switching over,” Nessen said. “If 
Buckley is nominated, he would draw 
away from Reagan.” 
Nessen also said that Ford’s strength 
in Mississippi — which has a crucial 30 
delegate votes — “has been growing in 
the last two weeks and the President has 
a majority.” 


Rogers C. B. Morton, Ford’s campaign 
manager, said earlier in the day before 
the survey was made that it “would ap­ 
pear that it (a Buckley candidacy) would 
hurt the Reagan troops more than ours.” 
Both the Ford and Reagan forces could 
claim some victories on the hard-fought 
preliminary drafts of the party’s policy 
platform. 
But the two camps joined together to 
reject any federal controls on guns while 
endorsing mandatory sentences for 
crimes committed with weapons. 


Ford’s most significant victory came 
Wednesday night when conservatives 
failed to muster enough subcommittee 
votes to repudiate Secretory of State 
Henry Kissinger’s African policy. Their 
move failed on a tie vote erf 8 to 8. 
Compromise language on the Panama 
Canal and on supporting Taiwan was 
drafted, and the subcommittee version 
to be thrashed out in the full platform 
committee beginning today contained 
strong stands against busing, abortion, 
gun control and — a blow to Ford — the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 
There were some small shifts in the 
delegate counts this week, but Ford still 
led Reagan 1,132 to 1,035 with 102 uncom­ 


mitted in the UPI tabulation. It takes 
1,130 to win the nomination. 
The Ford side was hands-down winner 
on rules issues, easily getting 
Republican National Committee ap­ 
proval of its proposal to enforce state 
laws that bind convention delegates to a 
particular candidate. 
However, the rules still must be fought 
out in convention committees that figure 
to be less favorable than the national 
committee to the President's cause. 
The view that a Buckley candidacy 
would hurt Reagan, not Ford, was token 
by White House press secretory Ron 
Nessen. He said a Buckley candidacy 
“locks it up for the President... Buckley 
will take votes away from Ron Reagan.” 
That was not the way Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C., saw it. Helms, one of 
those who first approached Buckley, said 
the New Yorker’s move might deny Ford 
a first-ballot victory. 
Helms, a Reagan supporter, said 
Buckley’s action was not part of the 
former California governor’s strategy. 
Reagan’s campaign manager, John 
Sears, said the same, but added that 
“some people think Buckley will attract 
some delegates that are for President 
Ford.” 
Senator Javits' aide among four 
killed in Arab attack on airliner 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (UPI) - Arab 
terrorists threw a bomb at passengers 
about to board an Israeli airliner at 
Istanbul airport Wednesday night, then 
fired on them with pistols. Four persons 
were killed, including a U.S. Senator’s 
aide who formerly worked for Dec* 
mocratic Vice Presidential candidate 
Walter Mondale. 
At least 25 persons were wounded, two 
seriously, in the attack which Turkish 
authorities said was staged by two Arab 
guerrillas against passengers waiting to 
board an El A1 flight for Tel Aviv. 
Hospital sources in Tel Aviv said seven 
wounded passengers flew on to Israel 
and the rest remained in Turkey. 
The American victim was identified by 
the U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv as Harold 
Wallace Rosenthal, 29, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., who was on a fact-finding tour to 
Israel for Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y. He 
was to have taken part in a symposium 
at the Van Leer Institute in Jerusalem, 
with other aides of U.S. senators. 
A spokesman for the institute said 
Rosenthal. 29, had worked for Sen Mon­ 
dale, D-Minn ., vice Presidential running 
mate of Jimmy Carter, and New York 
Gov. Hugh Carey as an adviser on 
foreign affaris before he joined Javits’ 
staff. 
(In New York, Javits called the death 
of Rosenthal a “stunning awful and 
senseless tragedy.”) 
Also among the dead, according to 


Turkish authorities, was Yu taka Hlrano, 
a 39-year-old Japanese group tour 
leader. 
Turkish police said the other two vic­ 
tims were Israeli pasengers. Israel’s 
Foreign Ministry had said earlier that 
two guerrillas were killed. 
Istanbul Gov. Namik Kemal Senturk 
said the two guerrillas, both captured un­ 
harmed by Turkish authorities, admitted 
under questioning they were members of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, which has claimed repon- 
sibility for a number of terrorists actions 
including the most recent, the hijacking 
of an Air France plane to Entebbe Air­ 
port, Uganda. 
Airport officials said 82 persons were 
aboard the aircraft when it took off for 
Tel Aviv. 
Police earlier had thought three 
guerrillas were involved in the attack. 
But the governor, police and airport of­ 
ficials later confirmed only two men 
took part. Policemen on duty returned 
fire 
Sources at the public prosecutor’s of­ 
fice said the two men would be charged 
with staging a premeditated attack on 
civilians in which at least one person 
died. They could face the maximum 
death peanlty if found guilty. 
An airport security officer in Istanbul 
said the attack began when the guerrillas 
tossed a bomb at the passengers, then 
pulled pistols from their baggage and

NEW YORK ( U P I ) T h e managing editor of the Scribner-Bantam 
English Dictionary says he decided to “take a chance” and list Jimmy 
Carter as the 39th president of the United States in final page proofs. 
In order to meet a January publication date, the proofs must go to 
press by Sept. 15, well before the nation’s voters decide in November if 
Carter actually will become the next president 
“When I made the final changes on the dictionary, I decided to take a 
chance and put it in,” said managing editor Walter Glanze 
If Carter should lose, “it’s no major flaw from a major lexicological 
standpoint,” he said. “Some people will laugh about it, and to other peo­ 
ple it will be a collector’s item. The more I think about it, the more I 
would be inclined to just leave it.” 
The entry in page proofs reads: 
“Carter, James — kart’er — n (1924-,...) 39th president of the U.S. 
1977*....” 
The entry for “Ford, Gerald” lists his term in office as 1974-’1977, 
There is no listing for “Reagan, Ronald ” 


started shooting. 
“The passengers came under fire just 
as they were descending from the stairs. 
That is why most of them got wounded in 
the head,” said Dr. Mustafa Turkel, the 
physician on duty at the airport. 
Turkish security guards returned the 
fire in a five-minute gunbettle, killing an 
assailant who had taken refuge in a duty- 
free shop. 
Turkish officials said the guerrillas 
tried to take two policewomen hostage 
during the shootout, but the officers es­ 
caped, forcing the terrorists to sur­ 
render almost immediately. 
At least 25 persons were reported 
wounded in the attack, including two in 
serious condition. Hospital sources in Tel 
Aviv said seven wounded passengers 
flew on to Israel a 18 stayed in Turkey. 
The El A1 Boeing 767 left for Tel Aviv 
with 82 persons aboard. 
“We were all scared to death,” said 
Mrs. Gilbert Ruefl of El Paso, Tex., 
after the plane landed at Tel Aviv’s Ben- 
Gurion airport. “We were very lucky to 
get out of it alive.” 
Airline sources in Tel Aviv said the 
terrorists had called on loudspeakers for 
the passengers to gather in a corner of 
the terminal building. 
The dead, their clothes ripped off by 
the blast, were covered with sheets of 
newspapers. Abandoned luggage and a 
bag of candy were scattered over the 
bloody floor. 
Two of the terrorists, carrying 
Kuwaiti passports with the names Mehdi 
Mohammed and Hus sen Mohammed el- 
Reshid’ arrived in Istanbul from Tripoli 
via Rome. They were booked on a plane 
to Baghdad

Ford signs 
flu shot 
legislation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today signed a bill authorizing 
swine flu shots for all Americans and 
ordered the government to move as fast 
as possible to provide the vaccine. 
The program is scheduled to begin 
next month. 
“Scientific and medical evidence con­ 
tinues to support the need for a national 
influenza immunization program,” Ford 
said in a statement at the signing 
ceremony in the Cabinet Room. 
“1 have directed the secretory of 
Health, Education and Welfare to move 
as expeditiously as possible to insure 
that we keep our original commitment of 
makii^ this vaccine available to all 
Americans,” Ford said. 
The legislation provides for federal 
government support of insurance costs 
for the massive immunization program. 
“I am gratified that the Congress has 
responded to this potential public health 
emergency by providing, as I requested, 
the assurances necessary to make possi­ 
ble the protection of all Americans 
against this threat,” Ford said. 
Ford signed the measure and then rose 
from his chair at the cabinet table and 
thanked lawmakers present at the 
ceremony. 
The emergency legislation, by making 
the government the defendant in swine 
flu lawsuits, gives vaccine manufac­ 
turers the protection they were unable to 
get from insurance companies. 
Dr. W. Delano Meriwether, director of 
the nationwide immunization program, 
told the Washington Press Chib Wednes­ 
day that the delay in settling the 
program’s insurance problems “makes 
the job more difficult.” 
The original schedule called for im­ 
munization of “high risk” persons in 
July and August, with inoculations for 
the rest of the eligible population to 
follow. 
“Obviously this schedule has been 
delayed," Meriwether said. "The 
current schedule calls for making the 
vaccine available in late September.” 
It will take five to six weeks to 
transfer the more than 100 million 
available doses from their present bulk 
form to doses for individual flu shots, 
Meriwether said. A few barriers also re­ 
main to the government’s signing con­ 
tracts with the four vaccine manufac­ 
turers, such as determining the amount 
of insurance coverage for manufac­ 
turers’ own negligence 
Asked if the government had sufficient 
time to get people immunized against 
swine flu, Meriwether replied: “We 
think so. We have four months before the 
peak of the next flu season.” 
Flu seasons generally run from 
November through March, peaking in 
mid-January to early February. 
Californians 
to get flu 
shots Oct. 1 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Califor­ 
nians will likely begin lining up for swine 
flu shots after Oct 1, according to state 
health officials. 
The mass immunization will be ad­ 
ministered through county health depart­ 
ments, now assured of federal support 
for coverage against the possibility of 
defective vaccine. 
Health officials Wednesday said the 
state has ordered 15 million vaccine 
doses, including three million “bi­ 
valent” shots aimed at immunizing 
against both the A-Victoria flu strain and 
the swine flu virus. The bivalent shots 
will be reserved for persons over 65 and 
individuals with chronic respiratory 
problems, officials said. 
Allocations to local health depart­ 
ments will be channeled through 
Berkeley and Los Angeles, with each 
department announcing vaccination sites 
and schedules independently. 
Some counties will charge as much as 
81 for a shot, others none, and inocula­ 
tions will be given in private physicians’ 
offices, clinics and hospitals 
Bay Area counties will receive the 
following number of doses: San Fran­ 
cisco. 535.380; Alameda, 785,630; San 
Mateo. 413,380; Marin 156,330; Contra 
Costa. 410.630 ami Santa Clara. 806,310

P-R Commission endorses 
racquetball plan to council

A public, user-pay racquetball- 
handball facility for the Lompoc Valley 
took a big step forward last night when 
the Parks and Recreation Commission 
enthusiastically endorsed the project 
and sent it to City Council for their con­ 
sideration. 
The proposal would provide for the city 
a seven-court racquetball-handball 
building complete with showers, lockers, 
a sauna, snack bar and 11-man jacuzzi 
The proposition is the brainchild of three 
young Ventura men who have already 
built a similar building in Ventura The 
three are Rick Beguelin, 39, a private 
businessm an; Bill Burke, 35, a 
stockbroker and Dennis Kuttler, 33, an 
attorney. All are married with children 
In return for building the structure, the 
group — simply named BKB Associates 
— will ask the city to provide the land to 
build It on and a lqng enough lease to 
allow them to regain their investment 
Beguelin last night estimated the Lom­ 
poc building would cost “right around 
8400,000.” 
At Ventura, the three have a 50-year 
lease on the complex Because It Is built 
an city land, it becomes the dty’s 
building after the lease expires. 
Beguelin said Lompoc will have to 
provide at least another 50-year lease with 
“a km obligation to the city for the first 
couple of years.” By low obligation, he is 
asking for 81 a year which is what he is 
paying Ventura annually for the first two 
years of that lease. After that, he said 
the rate is generally based on one per 
rent of the land value or two per cent of 
the gross — whichever is greater. After 
the lease expired, the building would 
belong to Lompoc. 
The trio also will ask the city to 
provide adequate parking, grading and 
pad preparation and maintenance of the 
parking lot and landscaping 
The facility would be open to the public 
on a pay-as-you-use basis. Court rates 
would range between 81 85 and 83 an hour 
per person. The latter figure would be 
for court use during prime time — 4 p.m. 
to 10 p.m. on weekdays and all day Satur­ 
day and Sunday. Beguelin explained that 
rates are less for time purchased in 25, 
50 or 100-hour blocks. 
Beguelin also pointed out that 
purchased time doesn’t start until a 
player steps on the court and there are 
no charges for any of the other facilities 
after using the courts. 
Beguelin and Burke inspected all pos­ 
sible available city land for the project 
yesterday with Jack Anderson, parks 
and recreation department superinten­ 
dent. Their first choice was one of two 
lots near the Parks and Recreation office 
in Fioresta Park. One of the sites is adja­ 
cent to the office facing C Street and the 
other is next to the multipurpose slab 
facing Cypress Avenue. These two loca­ 
tions were selected, Beguelin said, 
because they would require minimum 
removal of anything on the sites and also 
for their central location As a second 
choice, Ryon Park south of the flagpole 
was mentioned. 
“With the very small population base 
we have.” wanned Burke, “it makes it a 


marginal proposition at best for us and 
we cannot and will not go forward unless 
we get a strong response.” 
“Two years ago it took 10,000 people to 
support one court,” Beguelin said, “and 
we admit the figure has come down, but 
we have no idea where it’s at now. With 
seven courts at 8,000 per court, we’re 
talking about 42,000 which is close to the 
total figure we have been told of 46,000.” 
Two city councUwomen who visited 
the Ventura complex July 28 said they 
were impressed. 
“I’m not sports inclined,” admitted 
Elinor Lefkowitz, “but I found an opera­ 
tion there that seemed to be a fine source 
of recreation for a lot of people. 
Lefkowitz said she would wait to hear 
more on the proposal before making any 
decisions adding, “I didn’t really come 
back convinced or unconvinced.” 
“I think it is a very good, clean-cut 
operation,” said Charlotte Benton. “I 
think it would be something that could be 
open from morning to night and it 
doesn’t cost much more than going to the 
movies Anything we can do here to 
provide more recreation or industry, I’m 
all for.” 
Three convicted, 
three acquitted 
in Quentin trial 


SAN RAFAEL, (UPI) - After the 
longest criminal trial In California 
history a jury today convicted three of 
the San Quentin Six defendants and 
acquitted three others. 
The defendants were accused of 
murder, conspiracy and other offenses in 
a San Quentin battle five years ago in 
which three guards and three inmates, 
including black activist George Jackson, 
were killed 
The verdict was returned by a jury of 
seven women and five men before 
Superior Judge Henry J. Broderick in a 
packed courtroom after 24 days of 
deliberation — a period believed to be 
the longest deliberation in a criminal 
case in U.S. history. 
One reason the deliberation was 
lengthy was that the jury had to vote on 
eight charges against each of the six 
defendants. 
They convicted John L. Spain, 26, on 
two counts of first degree murder; and 
Hugo Pinell, 31, and David Johnson, 29, 
both on charges of felony assault by a 
lifer. The defendants acquitted were 
Luis Tala mantes, 33, Fleets Drum go, 31, 
and Willie Tate, 32. 
Tala mantes and Drumgo presently are 
San Quentin inmates and will remain in 
prison on other convictions Tate was 
free on $50,000 bail and was ffeed of all 
charges by the verdict. Spain, Pinell and 
Johnson face probeble life terms and are 
not subject to the death penalty. 
The charges resulted from a battle 
between prisoners and guards at San 
Quentin prison on Aug. 21, 1971. 
In addition to Jackson, three guards 
and two white convicts were killed.

A resolution transmitted by District Superintendent David Baker 
and signed by Board president H J. Bnrchardi and the four other 
board members, caused a stir on the commission with Commis­ 
sioner Boyd Bettencourt of Santa Ynez Valley stressing “there is a 
need to take steps to control the chaotic situation brought about by 
promoters in Santa Ynez Valley ” 
He was referring to placement of children from Orange County 
and other outside counties in “satellite homes” in the Valley under 
foster care procedures whereby they could attend special classes 
in the Valley public school system 
The commission called on the county counsel's office to make a 
report in time for its Sept 1 meeting in regard to steps it might 
take in connection with the school district request 
Bettencourt, citing ' advertisements in newspapers to bring kids 
in here at $650 per month” for foster borne operators, told the com­ 
mission the school district board “is not asking us to do anything, 
they’re making us aware of the situation ' 
The school board resolution catted on the planning body “to in­ 
clude with their deliberations the financial, hotatag capabilities, 
and educational facilities of school districts prior to authorizing 
residential housing for students from public or private agencies 
within school districts ’’ 
It pointed out. also, that placement of outride students by public 
and private agencies to live within local school district boundaries 
compelled school districts to provide for their educational needs 
without having had prior notification of the pupils' special needs or 
their number 
The resultant increased tax rate, the resolution stated, “can 
burden local school districts within the limits of bankruptcy “ 
Bettencourt mid he was sure that “copies of the resolution went 
out elsewhere" than merely to the commission 
He declared that youths in Valley foster care homes coming 
from Orange County would mean Orange County would get state 
money for such pupils “while we get nothing,” so far as special 
classes were concerned 
The County Planning Commission earlier this year voted to 
revoke a use permit to the Santa Ynez Ranch School, which was in­

A PCD hits procedural snags 
at hearing on ARCO variance 


The County Air Pollution

Pendergraft wound op refusing 
to waive a 36-day legal notice 
requirement for the hearing, 
contending he had not witnesses 
handy and was “not ready to 
discuss im plem entation 
measures to get compliance” 
with district regulations 
Board chairman Osborne 
Brazelton. Santa Barbara at­ 
torney, indicated the board had 
no alternative under the cir­ 
cumstances but to continue the 
matter to Sept 1 to allow the 
company to proceed with its 
request for an interim variance 
to allow present equipment to 
continue operating pending in­ 
stallation and testing of 
required new equipment needed 
to reduce emissions. 
D istrict d irecto r John 
English earlier had expressed 
the hope that a hearing could be 
held and plant problems ex­ 
pedited with waiver of the legal 
requirement by the company. It 
had failed to get a place on the 
agenda due to an oversight by 
Assistant County Counsel Dana 
Smith, who acknowledged be 
had «red in regard to having 
notice posted. 
The ARCO attorney was in­ 
formed that he and other ARCO 
representatives should be 
prepared Sept. 1 to discuss con­ 
ditions that were being laid 
down for a possible variance, 
and should show “good cause” 
why the company should be 
allowed to proceed under any 


variance. 
The company has been turned 
down on Its request for permits 
for continued use temporarily 
of a waste gas incinerator and 
equipment associated with a 
vapor recovery system, and is 
seeking a variance to allow 
further use of them. 
English said the plantáis not 
in compliance with district air 
pollution control standards 
currently. 
Meanwhile, residents of the 
Ellwood and Rancho Embar­ 
cadero area who turned up at 
the meeting fidgeted over what

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Christians capture 
Palestinian camp 


'Shallow' fogs seen 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Tank-backed Chrstian forces 
stormed into the Tai Zaatar 
Palestinian camp and an­ 
nounced its fall today following 
a final, fierce assault on the 
54th day of their siege. 
Palestinian spokesmen denied 
the camp had fallen but in­ 
dependent reports indicated 
that for all practical purposes 
the Christians had captured the 
shell-battered, 74-acre camp in 
southeast Beirut. 
The Christians were reported 
to be combing through the 
camp's ruined buildings and 
shantytown shacks for scat­ 
tered pockets of sniper fire- 
said to be the only resistance 
left after the all out assault this 
morning. 
The tank-backed action was 
the 71st major Christian attack 
on Tal Zaatar since the siege of 
the Palestinian camp began six 
wetks ago. 
The radio station of the right- 
wing Phalangist party an­ 
nounced that Tal Zaatar fell at 
10 a.m. (12 a.m. PUT), while 
negotiations were under way 
between Christian leaders, the 
International Red Cross and an 
Arab League mediator to 
arrange a peaceful evacuation 
of the camp. 
The radio said about 7,000 
persons, including some fight­ 
ers but mostly civilians, women 
and children, had been cap­ 
tured 
They were herded into a con­ 


voy of about 50 trucks and 
released at the border betwee 
Christian East Beirut and 
Moslem West Beirut after 
questioning. 
A photographer who wit­ 
nessed the scene said they 
streamed across the border on 
foot, a few running but most 
walking, some crying but many 
carrying themselves with what 
he called "an unbelievable’ 
eerie dignity." 
A spokesman for the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization 
denied that the refugees were 
from Tal Zaatar. He said they 
were from Nabaa, another 
Moslem enclave in east Beirut, 
which fell to the Christians last 
week. 
But the refugees themselves 
said they were taken prisoners 
in Tal Zaatar this morning 
after the camp had fallen. 
Heavy fighting had raged in 
and around the shell-battered 
74-acre camp in southeast 
Beirut despite an "agreement 
in principle" for a cease-fire to 
allow the Red Cross to evacuate 
the camp. It forced the Red 
Cross to postpone attempts to 
evacuate civilians from the 
camp. 
A spokesman for the Red 
Cross, which said Wednesday 
night that it was ready to 
evacuate the camp today, said 
the attempt would be put off un­ 
til Friday at the earliest 
because of the fighting. 
Palestinian defenders were 


reported without water and low 
on ammunition after a 54-day 
siege. 
A Palestinian guerrilla group 
said it received a "last radio 
message from its forces (in the 
camp) who said they were los­ 
ing ground but would fight to 
the end." 
The Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General 
Command quoted its members 
as saying, "We are blowing up 
our communications room be- 
case we have to retreat. But we 
will continue fighting. We will 
fight to our deaths.” 
The Palestinians were report­ 
ed to have been pushed back 
into a heavily shelled line of 
apartment buildings in a far 
corner erf the camp, located in 
eastern Beirut. 
Leftists outside the camp 
retaliated with an artillery 
barrage on East Beirut, Chris­ 
tian suburbs and the coastal 
Christian capital of Jounieh in 
an attempt to relieve pressure 
on Tal Zaatar. 
During the last Red Cross 
evacuation Aug. 6, snipers fired 
on the convoy of trucks and am­ 
bulances, wounding five 
persons and forcing cancella­ 
tion of the mission. 
The Red Cross said there 
would be no further evacuations 
until they received a firm 
guarantee from both sides to 
allow the evacuation of all 
civilians in the camp—wounded 
or not. 
Kelley no longer certain 
FBI burglaries have ended 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Di­ 
rector Clarence M Kelley says 
he can no longer be sure the 
FBI has completely stopped il­ 
legal burglaries to gain 
evidence in national security 
and other cases, but he feels 
they are ended. 
Three or four agents may 
face prosecution because of il­ 
legal acts committed in the 
past and condoned by "an 
arrogant belief at high levels in 
the 
in f a l li b i li t y 
and 
appropriateness of all FBI ac­ 
tivities," he told a Wednesday 
news conference. 
Perhaps 30 had been involved 
in the illegal break-ins. he said, 
but only a few will probably be 
prosecuted "I have a feeling 
that maybe those acting in con­ 
sequence of instructions may 
not be charged." 
Kelley said that he deliber­ 
ately moved cautiously in this 


area to preserve "the effective­ 
ness and dedication” of agents 
and employes 
"1 would say that right now 
there are many people whose 
morale has been seriously af­ 
fected by the possibility of dis­ 
ciplinary action or prosecu­ 
tion. It is a cloud over us.” 
Kelley declared a year ago 
that the FBI had stopped sur­ 
reptitious entries in 1906. Then, 
last June, he said he had been 
"lied to." that there had been 
break-ins in 1972 and 1973. He 
said he didn't know who the liar 
was. 
He was asked if he can be 
sure that the break-ins had 
ended. 
"I wish I could say categori­ 
cally. unquestionably, that they 
are not going on." he said. "My 
feeling is that they are not. If it 
is determined that it is being 
done now. I wiU take action." 


Does this mean Kelley 
doesn’t know what's going on in 
his organization? 
"I couldn’t possibly know 
about e v e r y t h i n g , " 
he 
replied. 


Kelley said he had put new 
controls on domestic intelli­ 
gence cases and had reduced 
the number of surveillance 
targets from 22.000 down to 
4.000. In the days of former 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, a 
special section had been set up 
for domestic intelligence cases. 
Now. said Kelley, they are 
under the general investigative 
section "for the express pur­ 
pose that they will be managed 
like all other criminal cases in 
that division." 


"There may be some who feel 
that the good old days will some 
day come back."

Two poisons, cadmium checked 
as possible causes of malady 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Medical experts are examining 
two poisons — one found in an­ 
tifreeze. the other used in mak­ 
ing plastics — and the metal 
cadmium as possible causes of 
the mysterious illness that 
killed 27 persons connected 
with an American Legion con- 
ventio last month 
The Allegheny County Coro­ 
ner’s office said Wednesday it 
had found evidence of a poison 
often used in antifreeze in the 
bodies of two victims, who died 
of the so-called "Legionnaire's 
Disease ” 
Dr. Denis Lucey, special as­ 
sistant to state Health Secre­ 
tary Leonard Bachman, said 
cadmium and nickel carbonyl 
also were under investigation in 
the mystery. 
Cadmium is 
sometimes 
found in ice cube trays and air 
conditioning ducts Nickel car­ 
bonyl is used in the manufac­ 
ture of plastics and was 


described by Dr. F. William 
Sunderman Sr. aa "about the 
most toxic gas used commer­ 
cially ” 
A team headed by Sunder- 
man. director of the Institute of 
C lin ic a l 
S c ie n c e s 
at 
Hahnemann Medical Coliege, 
has been investigating the 
nickel carbonyl theory for 
several days. 
The illness struck persons 
who attended the July 21-24 con­ 
vention in Philadelphia. More 
than 150 nonfatal cases have 
been confirmed by state health 
officials. 
Dr. Cyril Wecht, Allegheny 
County coroner, said concentra­ 
tions of crystals found in the 
kidneys of two of three Pitt­ 
sburgh area victims indicated 
they unwittingly may have in­ 
gested ethylene glycol or 
diethylene glycol, agents found 
in antifreeze 
No evidence of the crystals 
was found in the kidneys of the 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
A Viking project scientist says 
the discovery of shallow fogs 
seeping through Martian crat­ 
ers and lowland channels is 
"significant in the search for 
life" on the red planet. 
Two photographs taken by 
Viking l ’s orbiter at high 
altitudes provided a "signifi­ 
cant step" in the search for life, 
Dr. William Baum of the or­ 
biter imaging team said in an 
interview. 
“This is the first clear 
evidence we have of water 
vapor rising from the soil into 
the atmosphere," he said. "In 
my opinion, yes, this is signifi­ 
cant in the search for life." 
The photographs were taken 
shortly after dawn on Mars 
from altitudes of 6,600 and 7,700 
miles. 
He said the pictures, taken 
about a half hour apart on dif­ 
ferent days, showed the fog 
developing in lowlands. 
"Apparently water vapor 
from the warmed soil was 
recondensing into the colder 
(below zero Fahrenheit) atmos­ 
phere So far as I know this is 
the first clear evidence of an in- 


teraction between the atmos­ 
phere and the soil. 
"The question, which is un­ 
known, is whether Martian 
organisms would be favored by 
this kind of interchange. But 
it’s the sort of thing we’ve been 
looking for. 
"Well, here is some visible 
evidence," he said. 
If he had a spacecraft that 
could land in a narrow region. 
Baum said, he would put it 
down in a crater or channel bot­ 
tom where the thin mist forms, 
"because I think that’s where I 
would like to dig if I were look­ 
ing for biology." 
Viking 2 started taking pic­ 
ture Wednesday of three possi­ 
ble landing areas on its fourth 
revolution of Mars. 
When Viking 2 lands, sche­ 
duled for Sept 4, Viking l ’s 
lander will go into an automatic 
operation, sending back data on 
an incubating soil sample, Mar­ 
tian weather and nonorganic 
chemistry. 
Viking 2 will operate in the 
northern latitudes, believed 
wetter and therefore more like­ 
ly to support some form of 
microorganic life.

Sniper kills two, wounds 
seven in downtown Wichita 


WICHITA. Kan. (UPI) - The 
chunky redhaired youth, dres­ 
sed in a T-shirt and faded blue 
jeans, carried two rifles and a 
lunch pail. He walked calmly 
past a maid, knelt on a balcony 
on the top floor of the tallest 
building In Kansas and sprayed 
the busy downtown street with 
bullets. 
In the fifteen minutes before 
he was wounded by police, the 
sniper, firing from the 26th 
floor of the Holiday Inn killed 
two persons and wounded seven 
others Wednesday. Another 
person suffered minor injuries 
trying to escape the gunfire 
Police identified the sniper as 
Michael Soles, 19, of Sand Spr­ 
ings, Okla. He was hospitalized 
in fair condition. 
Relatives said Soles went to 
Wichita three days ago to look 
for work and was staying with a 
minister, a family friend. 
“He was a religious boy,” 
said a relative. “He went to 
church and he was very quiet. 
He wasn’t violent. 
“He just wasn’t the running- 
around type.” 
The sniper’s victims were 
Joseph Goulart. 56, a freelance 
news photographer and former 


television camerman, and 
Elmer W. Hensley, 57, a glass 
company employe, both of 
Wichita. 
Goulart was hit by a bullet 
that smashed through the 
windshield of his car. Hensley, 
who was working nearby, died 
of a bullet wound in the back. 
Glen Calvin, Kevin Simons, 
Tracy Godwin and his sister 
Janice Godwin were walking 
across the street to purchase 
tickets at the hotel for a con­ 
cert. 
They said they heard gunfire 
and thought a bank was being 
robbed. 
“Then bullets started hitting 
all around us, so we started run­ 
ning back toward our car,” 
Calvin said. “Janice got hit in 
the leg. It was just like being in 
the movies.” 
Miss Godwin was hospitalized 
in good condition. 
Police Lt. Col. Bobby Stout 
said police have no motive in 
the shooting. He said five of­ 
ficers fired from an adjoining 
balcony, wounding Soles. “He 
was injured several times, 
mainly with pellets from a 
shotgun blast.” Stout said.

organization apparently was 
responsible for the machine- 
gun attack on a car carrying the 
sister of President-elect Jose 
Lopez Portillo. Two persons 
were killed in the ambush, in­ 
cluding one gunman. 
M argarita Lopez Portillo 
Galindo, in her late 60s, was not 
injured, but her bodyguard was 
killed and her driver critically 
wounded. 
T h re e 
o th e r 
bodyguards also were injured. 
Police sources said the attack 
apparently was a kidnap at­ 
tempt. Police said It was staged 
by five terrorists, including a 
woman, who were believed to 
be members of the “September 
23 Communist League." 
The midmoraing attack oc­ 
curred only two blocks from the 
home of Mrs. Lopez Portillo’s 
mother in the tree-lined Colon!* 
Condesa section of the capital. 
The terrorists, waiting in a 
car at an intersection, opened 
fire with machine guns, accord­ 
ing to police. 
The gunmen riddled the car 
with bullets, shooting out the 
rear window and shattering the 
front windshield on the driver’s 
side. 
After the driver was shot, the 
automobile spun out of control 
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sister Penny, 17, were walking 
near the hotel when they were 
struck by bullets.

Pardon me, but my sweet tooth is showing in the 
selection of recipes for today’s cooking column. And 
regardless of the current dieting fad, most people 
seem to crave at least an occasional dessert. So be my 
guest! These are really something rather special. 
Marilyn Baird of the Record advertising department 
makes an old family favorite, Nanaimo bars, named 
for a town about 40 miles from Victoria, called the 
“bub city" of Vancouver Island. 
Nanaimo Bars 
Vk cup margarine 
V* cup sugar 
5 tbsp. cocoa 
Combine and melt in double boiler. Add one egg and 
beat well, then add 2 cups crushed graham cracker 
crumbs, 1 cup coconut, 1/2 cup walnuts. Mix well and 
press into an 8 x 11 inch pan. Place in refrigerator. 
Mix Vk cup butter, 2 cups powdered sugar, 2 tbsp. (or 
lpkg.) Bird’s custard powder and add 2 tbsp. very hot 
water. Mix until creamy. (Jello vanilla pudding mix 
may be used, but Marilyn prefers the Bird’s found in 
the gourmet section of local supermarkets.) The 
variation in amount of pudding powder used is purely 
according to desire. Spread the mixture over the first 
and return to refrigerator. 
To spread over the dessert, Marilyn uses a topping 
made by melting 3 tbsp butter or margarine with 2-3 
tbsp cocoa. If preferred, one may melt 4 squares of 
Baker’s chocolate with 2 tbsp butter. 
Keep dessert in refrigerator until used, then cut in 
squares to serve. 
Choco Peanut Butter Bars 
Vk cup shortening 
Vk cup peanut butter 
Vk cup sugar 
Vk cup brown sugar (packed) 
1 egg 
V4 cup flour 
2 tbsp water 
4k tsp soda 
Vk tsp. baking powder

2 pkg (8 oz.) chocolate chips 
Vk cup chopped salted peanuts 
Mix shortening, peanut butter, sugar and egg. Stir 
in water, flour, soda, baking powder, salt and 1 pkg. of 
chocolate chips Spread in 18x9 inch pan and bake 
about 20 minutes at 375 degrees. 
Remove from oven and sprinkle other chocolate 
chips evenly over the top Place baking sheet over the 
pan so heat will soften the chips, then spread evenly 


Sprinkle with peanuts. Cut into bars about 3x1. Makes

Vk cup butter 
1 cup white sugar 
2 eggs 
n i t 
Vk cup milk 
1 Vk cup cake flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
Rind of 1 lemon, plus juice 
Mix together as for any cake and hake in loaf pan for 
45 minutes at 350 degrees Good with or without 
frosting. 
Lien’s Chocolate Cake 
1/3 cup granulated sugar 
1/3 cup cocoa 
Vk cup boiling water 
Vk cup shortening (part butter) 
lVk cups twice-sifted flour 
2 tsp. baking powder 
Vk tsp. baking soda'

Valley's only potter has 
customers all over U.S.

The Santa Ynez Valley has its 
full share of talented artisans, 
some natives of the United 
States and others coming from 
Denmark and other parts of the 
world, but it can lay claim to 
but a single potter. 
The valley’s lone commercial 
potter is blonde. Danish-born 
Kirsten Pedersen, who with 
husband. Frank, operates The 
Mud Mill, Inc., in a concrete 
block building with board and 
batten facade and wooden 
sidewalks along Grand Avenue 
across the street from the Los 
Olivos Post Office. 
Kirsten first learned the pot­ 
tery trade as a girl of 17 in 
Copenhagen when she attended 
an art school for craftsmen 
While a pupil there, she also 
completed courses in dress 
design and dressmaking. 
Following two and a half 
years of study in Copenhagen, 
Kirsten came to the United 
States and to Santa Barbara 
where rite was engaged in dres­ 
smaking. At the same time, she 
continued her study of pottery 
at a college in Santa Barbara 
She and her husband, who 
was formerly engaged in 
plastering work, were married 
in 1992 Six years later they 
moved to Solvang and two years 
later Kirsten opened her first 
Mud Mill Pottery Shop in a then 
newly-completed Danish-styled 
building along Copenhagen 
Drive which was erected by Mr. 
and Mrs Folmer Bruhn 
Her small studio, including 
potter’s wheel and kiln were 
located in the rear of the 
building with entrance made 
via a red brick courtyard. The 
entire shop structure is now oc­ 
cupied by Gerda's Yardage 
Shop 
From the beginning. Kirsten 
says her shop and studio were a 
“one-woman ” operation, with 
the bulk of her business coming 
from tou rists com ing to 
Solvang. 
The studio was later moved 
across the street behind the 
Court of Four Flags along 
Copenhagen Drive. It occupied 
what is now the Jul Hus shop

Husband Frank 
became actively engaged and 
the Pedersens set up a small 
manufacturing plant in a com­ 
mercial building along Fir 
Avenue. 
Outgrowing the Solvang 
facilities, both retail and 
manufacturing, the Pedersens 
moved 10 years later to their 
present location in Los Olivos in 
a building constructed for them 
by contractor Robert P. 
Stephen Jr. 
The firm was incorporated in 
March of 1974, and in addition 
to the Pedersens, principals in­ 
clude Mr. and Mrs. Stephen and 
Stephen’s brother-in-law and 
sister, Robert and Lottie 
Hodgman of Los Angeles. 
With business ever on the in­ 
crease. a 3.000 square foot addi­ 
tion was completed on the 
building last year, with about 
2,000 of that square footage 
taken by the Mud Mill to allow 
for the installation of a new kiln 
which has a capacity of 100 
cubic feet — about three times 
that of the former kiln. 
The new kiln is known as a 
two-car kiln, with the freshly 
shaped day products placed on 
trays about a train-track 
system for firing. 
All of the products created at 
the Mud Mill leave the plant 
with the label “ Kirsten's 
Originals.” And. originals they 
are. All are handmade and are 
now available in retail outlets 
in all 90 states and the Virgin 
Islands 
One of Mud Mills' 


largest customers is J. C. Pen­ 
ney and Co. 
Completed pottery is shipped 
directly from Los Olivos to the 
stores throughout the country. 
Frank Pedersen said an es­ 
timated 80 tons of freight was 
moved from the Mud Mill to the 
array of retail establishments 
during the last year. 
The staff of the Mud Mill has 
grown from one in the beginn­ 
ing to seven today. This in­ 
cludes the Pedersens; potter 
Pam Denny of Santa Maria, ap­ 
prentice potter George Molina 
of the valley; Janice Penot of 
Santa Maria, and Amanda 
Spillman of Los Olivos who 
work at the glaze table, and the 
Pedersen's daughter. Sue, 17, 
who is in the shipping depart­ 
ment. 
"Originals by Kirsten” in­ 
clude gourmet ware, planters, 
birdbftths. birdhouses and 
feeders, pitchers, bowls, cookie 
jars, canisters and cheese 
bells, as well as a number of 
other items. 
Kirsten’s philosophical aim in 
her creations is simple; to 
design and produce “every day 
useful kitchen items in a cheer­ 
ful and colorful way. My idea is 
to get away from the drabness I 
noticed so prevalent in 
American kitchens when I first 
arrived in this country. 
Kirsten's Originals are 
fashioned to brighten our every 
day life and to provide for hap­ 
py things in the kitchen,” she 
declared.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature has decided to take 
only a small step down the long 
road to property tax reform 
during this election year and 
shelved the last remaining bill 
that would have provided help 
for all homeowners. 


The Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation Committee pigeon­ 
holed the bill Wednesday 
without a roll call, but acted to 
lay the foundation for possible 
reform in the future. 
Sponsored by Sen. Jerome 
Smith. D-Saratoga, the bill 


was in line with plans an­ 
nounced earlier to study the en­ 
tire problem of property taxa­ 
tion and financing local govern­ 
ment during the off-session this 
fall, in preparation for for­ 
mulating a major tax reform 
proposal next year. 
A tall stack of other tax 
reform bills earlier had been 
either killed outright or select­ 
ed for an election-year between 
sessions study. 
But the committee set the 
stage for (me possible reform 
approach later. 
On an 8-0 vote, it approved 
and sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee a proposed con­ 
stitutional 
a m en d me nt 
(SCA47) by Smith to open the 
way for the legislature to allow 
the splitting of tax rolls so that 
owner-occupied homes could be 
given preferential treatment 
over other property, such as 
commercial and industrial real 
estate. 
The measure would have to 
be approved by voters before 
the legislature could take any 
other action. But because the 
ballot pamphlet for the Novem­ 
ber general election already is 
at the printer, chances that the 
measure could still make the 
ballot appeared remote. 
Meantime, the governor’s of­ 
fice and Revenue and Taxation 
Committee Chairman Willie L. 
Brown Jr. threw cold water on 
Capitol talk of Brown ordering 
an emergency session of the 
legislature to tackle property 
tax reform. 
“It would undoubtedly get 
tied up in somebody’s re- 
election campaign, mine or 
someone else’s,” Assemblyman 
Brown said. “This problem can­ 
not be responded to on an 
emergency, short-term basis.’’ 
But Assemblyman Robert 
Cline, R-Northridge, warned. 
“Relegating these bills to in­ 
terim study means economic 
disaster for property tax­ 
payers.”

Cline was joined by Assem­ 
blyman Jack Fenton, D-Mon- 
tebello, who protested, “What 
happens to homeowners during 
the interim?”

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Patty Hearst 
to tell of 
missing year 


CHICAGO (UP I) - Patricia 
Hearst plans to reveal what 
went on during her “ missing 
year” to two federal grand 
juries this month, implicating 
others in criminal acts of urban 
terrorism , according to the 
Chicago Tribune. 
Miss Hearst, who spent a 
year with the Symbionese 
Liberation Army after being 
kidnaped by the group and has 
been convicted of bank robbery 
for her SLA activities, will 
testify within the month before 
grand juries in Scranton, Pa., 
and Sacramento, C alif., the 
Tribune said today. 
The newspaper heiress’ tes­ 
timony in Scranton probably 
w ill lead to at least two and as 
many as eight indictments of 
persons who helped her flee 
Berkeley. Calif., to a South 
Canton, Pa., area farmhouse 
retreat in 1974. 
Miss Hearst has testified she 
was driven by sports activist 
Jack Scott to a farmhouse 
which his wife. M icki, had 
rented. 
John Cottone, the U.S. attor­ 
ney at Scranton, has said, 
“ Miss Hearst could be the best 
witness against persons who 
may have harbored and abetted 


her.” 
In Sacramento, the Tribune 
said, Miss Hearst w ill be asked 
to testify about a 1974 San Fran­ 
cisco bank robbery in which a 
person was killed and about die 
bombing of two police cars near 
San Francisco last August. 
. The Tribune said a source 
close to the investigation said 
M iss H e a rst’s Scranton 
testimony would be the first of 
“ several grand jury appearan­ 
ces” and that all of her ap­ 
pearances are expected to 
“ lead to indictments.” Miss 
H earst was kidnaped 
by

has invaded North ¡America 


TORONTO (UPI) - “Lassa 
fever” , a rare and deadly 
African disease, appears to 
have invaded North America 
for the first time. 
Ontario health officials re­ 
ported Wednesday night that 
the Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta, Ga., conducted tests 
that indicated a 56-year-old 
woman patient in Etobicoke 
General Hospital in Toronto 
probably was suffering from 
the disease. 
“We got the 'suspected' at 
about 5 p.m. (EDT Wednesday) 
and the ‘probable’ at 8 p.m.,” 
said hospital administrator 
Alfred Story. "Now we are do­ 
ing more tests and should know 


for sure by the weekend.” 
The woman, from St. Cath­ 
erines. Ont., whose name was 
withheld, has been in critical 
condition since last Friday. She 
was admitted to the hospital 
soon after collapsing Aug. 2 at 
Toronto International Airport, 
where she had just arrived on a 
jumbo jet flight from London. 
She had been in Europe for 
about a month, visiting the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Germa­ 
ny and Italy as well as England. 
She did not travel to Africa. 
Story said all persons known 
to have been in contact with the 
woman, including the 407 pas­ 
sengers plus crew on the 
London-Toronto 
B ritish 


Airways flight (No. 601), were 
being advised to see their doc­ 
tors or contact health ofidals. 
He said the disease’s symp­ 
toms were high fever, sore 
throat, diarrhea and vomiting. 
Story said it is highly conta­ 
gious and had an incubation 
period of 14 to 17 days. 
The disease was first discov­ 
ered in Nigeria in the late 1960s, 
Story said, and has been fatal in 
30 to 60 per cent of the known 
cases there. 


Recently, he said, isolated 
cases have been reported in 
England and Australia, but 
never, until now, in North 
America.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The San Francisco man was 
crestfallen. Someone had just 
stolen his 1975 Toyota with, as 
he said, its "reclining bucket 
seats, power disc brakes, 
lockable gas cap, swing out 
side windows, full syn- 
cromesh four speed transmis­ 
sion and thrifty 16 liter hemi- 
hed engine.” When police ask­ 
ed him for his phone number 
he said he was too nervous to 
remember. 
Americans love their 
automobiles. And anything 
that is so valuable to law- 
abiding citizens is of equal 
worth to the lawless. Hence 
thieves swipe nearly one 
million motor vehicles each 
year, 900,000 of them 
passenger cars. One is stolen 
every 32 seconds. One of every 
129 registered vehicles Was 
stolen In 1974. FBI statistics 
indicate that the per unit loss 
is now $1,500, for a truely 
awesome total of $1.5 billion 
per annupn. 
The crime is still mostly 
committed by joy-riding kids 
or others in need of brief 
transportation. But the in­ 
flated cost of the road 
machines has become an in­ 
creasing lure to organized 
professionals in the business 
of profit. This is a serious 
trend, for it has all but 
negated the modernization of 
automobile security systems. 
Car locks are better today, 
which discourages many 
amateur thieves, but FBI of­ 
ficials say the growing 
number of professionals keep 
the theft rate rising at about 5 


per cent each year. 
The pros are usually 
systematic and ingenious. 
FBI special agent John Gor­ 
don says a well-operated auto 
theft ring is something akin to 
a smoothly functioning auto 
assembly line. There is the 
thief himself (74 per cent of 
whom are under 21 years of 
age). There is the transporta­ 
tion man, alteration man, 
storage man, fake papers 
man, and the fence. In control 
of the business is a kind of 
salesman who sees that 
merchandise turnover is 
maintained. 
The whole process involves 
cunning as much as nerve. 
Gordon says that with the ad­ 
vent of interlocking systems 
in motor vehicles, the crude 
(hot-wire, etc.) methods of 
theft are giving way to more 
inventive subterfuges. Many 
crooks now will steal a car 
only when they can get its key. 
Very often, perhaps as much 
as 40 per cent of the time, 
motorists cooperate by leav­ 
ing their keys in their ig­ 
nitions. Otherwise, crooks use 
games to get duplicates of the 
openers 
Games? The used car 
purchasing game, for exam­ 
ple. A thief reads of an 
automobile for sale and goes 
to see the owner. "Can I take 
it for a try-out?” he asks. Of 
course. The thief gets in, goes 
around the block, makes a 
wax impression of the key, 
and takes the car back. That 
night, with a key of his own, 
he goes back to where the auto 
sits on a lawn (a "For Sale” 
sign in the window) ami steals 
it. 


What happens to the stolen 
auto then depends on the 
operating preference of the in­ 
volved ring. Sometimes the 
car is sent overseas for sale. 
Curiously, U.S. laws do not 
always require proper title 


papers for exported cars. In 
three of 10 other cases, the car 
is simply stripped; various 
parts of older cars, sold in­ 
dependently, are normally 
worth more than is the intact 
vehicle.

Two member majority 


At Monday’s planning com­ 
mission meeting, that body 
chose to make a change to 
their procedures manual 
which we feel bodes ill for the 
community of Lompoc. 
In an effort to make the 
commission a more efficient 
and effective body, the com­ 
mission changed the required 
number of commissioners con­ 
stituting a quorum from four 
to 
t h r e e . 
The 
four- 
commissioner 
requirement 
was left over from the days of 
a seven-member commission, 
and that change was logical 
and valid since the commis­ 
sion now has only five 
members. 
In conjunction with the 
reduction in quorum require­ 
ments however came a move 
that we feel is f a ir ly 
dangerous in what is otherwise 
representative government, 
that being a lowering of the

number of members for a sim­ 
ple majority from three to 
two. 
The danger here, of course, 
is that two members of the 
planning commission, con­ 
stituting a majority on a night 
when a three-member quorum 
is present, could radically 
change the future planning of 
Lompoc. On a five-member 
commission, two members, 
under any circumstances, do 
not a majority make. And if 
four members cannot be in at­ 
tendance at a meeting, thus 
g u a r a n t e e i n g e i t h e r a 
deadlock or a bona fide 
majority, then postponement 
of any decision on an issue 
might be best. 
The conclusion reached 
Monday by the planners leaves 
a lot to be desired we think, 
and hope some reconsidera­ 
tion might be given this deci­ 
sion. 


Diplomats abandon 
our first obligation 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Suppose 
Palestinian terrorists hijacked a 
planeload of Americans and diverted it 
to Uganda with threats, humiliation and 
tribute? Would the United States, as did 
Israel, risk its blood and foreign rela­ 
tions to save its people? 
Those who think so may go to the rear 
of the class and weep 
for days gone by. 
Once it was an arti­ 
cle of faith in the Ra­ 
tion that citizens mat­ 
tered above anything 
else. The thinking was 
that none of us is im­ 
portant if one of us 
isn’t. When Barbary 
p irates 
shelled 
America’s civilian 
ships, Tom Jefferson 
sent the navy to 
Tripoli to retaliate. 
When some few sailors were roughed up 
in a Mexican seaport, Woodrow Wilson 
shelled Vera Cruz until the residents 
there hoisted the American flag and ex­ 
ercised further penitence by vigorously 
saluting it. Then, there was Teddy 
Roosevelt. When a Moroccan bandit 
named Raisuli kidnaped an American 
traveler named Perdicaris, T.R. had an 
immediate solution: “Perdicaris alive,” 
he roared, “or Raisuli dead!” You can 
be sure the victim was released soon 
after. 
Today? Americans abroad have 
become Americans alone. When they get 
into trouble their government is often 
without pity. In Mexico, for instance, 
more than 600 Americans are being held 
in dungeons and prisons under some of 
the most barbaric conditions of this cen­ 
tury in this hemisphere. People arrested 
for traffic offenses have been beaten. 
Kids caught with Mary Jane have been 
tortured. The situation is an inter­ 
national scandal, dirty details have 
become legend, yet U.S. authorities have 
done virtually nothing 
Actually, the government has been 
worse than negligent in Mexico. In some 
instances, according to State Depart­ 
ment officer Andy Antippas, it has been 
inhuman: We know of cases where our 
counsels have been in the next room 
while Americans were being tortured. In 
one case, and I won’t say where, our man 
could hear a beating taking place on the 
other side of an open door. A guard was 
there with a twisted smile, and our guy 
was afraid to do anything.” 
Fear is not the usual element behind 
the reluctance of the government to aid 
its citizens abroad. Often it is a matter of 
legalities. For instance there are laws 
forbidding government representatives 
from providing even small amounts of 
financial help to Yanks in need. A few 
privileged Yanks can get help. There is a 
fund in most embassies to assist travel­ 
ing congressmen throw overseas parties. 
For everyone else, though, the crutch is 
hot available Some Americans have 
been sent from embassies to go begging 
in the streets to survive. 
Even worse than the streets, is being 
sent from the embassies to foreign 
prisons Fred Morris, a Methodist mis­ 
sionary now working in Washington, says 
he once spent four days in a Brazilian 
lockup because the U S counsel there 
refused to intervene. Morris was con­ 
sidered by the Brazilian government to 
be a radical, and when he got word of his 
( imminent arrest he visited a counsel 
named Carl Schultz. “What will you do if 
they try to arrest me?” he asked the 
diplomat. The reply: “Nothing.” Morris 


was a man without a country. 
Eventually the United States did help 
Morris. Before he was arrested the U.S. 
counsel was changed. So after 90 hours of 
torture (spikes on the back, beating, 
electric shock), the missionary was 
released through the efforts of the new 
counsel. Morris says the new man saved 
his life, but adds that his good fortune 
was mere happenstance: “I was not 
saved by U.S. policy, I was saved only by 
the goodness of one U.S. diplomat. Left 
to the policy, I think I would have been 
dead.” 
That policy, in essence, is that the 
government cares more for its foreipi 
relations than for its traveling citizens. 
In some cases, U.S. officials actually 
conspire with other nations against 
Americans in trouble. The whippers in 
the Brazilian prisons often get their “law 
enforcement” training from jolly Uncle 
Sam. 
What if Americans were hijacked to 
Uganda? Unless we could buy them back 
they would most likely be killed with 
weapons made in Oklahoma Money we 
have; what we don’t have is whatever 
else it takes.

WASHINGTON - Once up9n a time 
France had a sure-fire defense called the 
Maginot Line. It was impregnable to 
German attack, put together by the best 
military brains in the country, with the 
exception of Charles de Gaulle who had 
the uncomfortable habit of saying the 
whole thing was a fraud. 
That was what it 
proved to be when in 
spring of 1941 the Nazi 
tank divisions did an 
end run. 
That is the implica­ 
tion of a study by the 
General Accounting 
Office which shows 
the serious deteriora­ 
tion of American 
ground forces in 
Europe. 
The study was 
requested a year ago 
by Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. Releasing 
the unclassified parts of the report, 
Humphrey told the Senate there was no 
excuse for the deficiencies found by GAO 
in Army personnel, equipment and am­ 
munition.

because of this we as­ 
signed our summer

Sweeney, to cover the 
council meeting. 
With three public 
hearings on the 
agenda, we warned 
him to take his pillow 
and a jug of coffee and 
be prepared to stay 
late. 
With Jim covering 
in person, it gave me my first oppor­ 
tunity to see a council session on televi­ 
sion. The experience was one that made 
me wish that every council member and 
every member of the staff could be 
required at one time or another to watch 
a televised meeting. 
If they did. maybe they then would be 
encouraged to get close to the 
microphone when they make their com­ 
ments. Unfortunately, those mikes they 
have over there pick up with agonizing 
clarity every pencil tap that is made on 
the council desk, but unless the voice is 
projected directly into them at fairly 


foreign sales commitments, notably the 
Israeli-Egyptian war of 1973. These los­ 
ses have not been made up. 
In the same area serious personnel 
shortages were reported in front-line ar­ 
mored units with a lack of experience 
and combat skills among those with 
theoretical combat readiness. 
Units of both the Second Armored 
Cavalry Regiment and the Second 
Brigade were short of personnel with the 
specialized skill to operate their com­ 
plicated and costly vehicles. 
Something like the old Army game was 
at work with the “readiness reporting 
system.” That system had been'relaxed 
to the point at which it was impossible to 
tell whether a particular unit was in fact 
combat-ready. 
Conspicuous was the priority given to 
units regardless of their combat impor­ 
tance. Thus readiness-reporting gave the 
same weight to trailer-mounted bakery 
plants and portable bath units as to com­ 
bat tanks, machine guns, howitzers and 
armored personnel carriers. 
Ammunition is also in short supply and 
its pre-positioning is highly questionable. 
In one instance a unit of the First Ar­ 
mored Division would have had to travel 
about an hour's distance to get a set of 


keys to the ammunition bunkers. 
At present the United States is 
spending an estimated 340 billion annual­ 
ly to maintain the U.S. share of the 
NATO alliance. This includes the cost of 
sustaining the 250,000 American forces in 
Europe and their equipment as well as 
the backup in this country and elsewhere 
for NATO contingencies. 
“There is, in my judgment, serious 
mismanagement and inefficiency in our 
European forces,” Humphrey said, “and 
in the program that is supposed to assure 
the combat readiness of these forces. 
“The problems are solvable. But they 
cannot be solved by spending more 
money. They can only be solved by a 
decision to shape up our forces. What is 
needed is not bigger budgets but better 
management.” 
Needless to say this is hardly a secret 
to our allies in the NATO forces. Nor is 
it a secret to Soviet intelligence. Should 
this deterioration continue unchecked, 
the American contingents would hardly 
be prepared to fight a ground war in 
Europe. 
The Soviets might count on a quick 
takeover without a nuclear shot being 
fired. That is highly unlikely in view of 
the hundreds of tactical US., nuclear 


weapons in place in Europe. 
Resort to these weapons would, in the 
opinion of many observers, lead to all- 
out nuclear war. The possibility of their 
use would be enhanced by the weakness 
of conventional ground forces. 
But here is another prospect, should 
the deterioration continue over a period 
of several years. The faith of the NATO 
allies in America’s determination w ild 
suffer. At the same time Communist 
political strength would grow with the 
armies of the Soviet bloc kept at full 
strength and readiness. This could mean 
political rewards for Communism 
without open conflict. 
The Maginot line of the nuclear 
arsenal would have been skirted and 
while it could be credited as a deterrent, 
its usefulness, in the light of mutual 
mass destruction is, for the long pull, 
questionable. 
So seriously does Humphrey take the 
GAO report that he has asked the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to call the 
Secretary of Defense and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff for a full discussion of the 
long-standing problem of American 
readiness. Portable baths and bakery 
plants are all very well but in a crunch 
they could be worse than useless

Had you ever wondered how the 
forestry service keeps those firebreaks 
up in the mountains cleared of growth*’ 
I just assumed that somebody went in 
with a big mower and kept the weeds 
down. But when you think about it a bit, 
that would be a major chore, what with 
the steep slopes and all. 
The forestry service, at least in Los 
Padres National Forest which surrounds 
us here in Santa Barbara County, has 
found a simpler solution. 
It has arranged to have 300 goats 
herded into some fuelbreak areas to 
munch on the growth of vegetation and 
keep it under control. 
The goats, owned by the Brotherhood 
of the Sun. will graze from August 
through October, which is the period of

heaviest danger from forest fires. 
Steve Bishop, forest service conser­ 
vationist. says, “Each year we have to 
maintain existing fuelbreaks to insure 
their effectiveness. In the past we have 
accomplished this with chemicals and 
mechanical means. By using goats, we 
hope to determine the potential for using 
animals to keep brush Invasions on 
fuelbreaks in check.” 
Now. however, the forest service has 
another problem: bow to keep hunters 
from bagging the wrong animals now 
that deer season has opened. 
I wish the forestry service good luck 
in this endeavor, but I am not too 
hopeful I have beard of farmers who 
have been unsuccessful at protecting 
their cattle from hunters even when they 
tied signs around their grazing anfcnals 
reading. “I am a cow.”

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There is 
no reason in this Presidential election to 
be confused about the man to vote for. 
Never mind Jimmy Carter’s expertise 
in standing foursquare on all aides of 
most issues, Ronald Reagan’s talking 
tall in the saddle while shuffling softly, 
or President Ford’s monotone of 
platitudes 
We have the record 
of what these three 
men did in office — 
which each of us can 
interpret for himself. 
We have Carter's 
four years as governor 
of Georgia in print. We 
know what bills he 
pushed and which he 
fought and vetoed. We 
are able to evaluate 
the honesty or lack of 
it in his operations or 
how open his administration was. We can 
evaluate the degree of his success or 
failure in bringing the state bureaucracy 
to heel. We also have the evidence on 
how he managed his finances 
We have Carter’s revealing book about 
himself, his record both as a Navy of­ 
ficer and peanut farmer. 
Most importantly, we know the 
relative ability of the men he drew 
around him as the state’s chief executive 
— the stature of men he appointed to 
judgeships, vacant offices and commis­ 
sions. We have the same in-depth infor­ 
mation on Ronald Reagan. Never mind 
what Reagan says now or what he said as 
governor. We have the information 
available as to what he did — the kind of 
appointments he made, the measures he 
fought and those he sponsored, the ef­ 
ficiency of his administration or lack of 
it, the degree of honesty, openness or 
secrecy of his operations. 
We also have available the Reagan In 
the yean before he went into politics — 
the active role he played as a union 
leader in the motion picture world — 


what he fought for and against 
Mr Ford's record, too, is an open 
book. His successes and failure as Presi­ 
dent or during his quarter century in the 
House of Representatives, where he was 
no wallflower, are there for all to read. 
The Congressional Record, with its in­ 
dexes spanning the yean, gives the full 
picture of each man. 
In the Congressional Record we have a 
considerable history of the two vice 
presidential candidates offered thus far, 
their votes on most issues of importance. 
Elsewhere, we have vote summaries 
carefully catalogued by organizations of 
the left, right and middle 
We also have detailed records of those 
who have donated to the current cam­ 
paigns of the three Presidential can­ 
didates. 
What more is there to know — except 
how each man treats his wife in 
private. We might even know that just by 
inference. 
But for some reason we are not 
satisfied. We seek to pin each man down 
on whatever issue that seems dear to us. 
We do this knowing the words candidates 
speak are usually no key to how they’ll 
act in the White House. Witness the 
change in virtually every man or woman 
you’ve listened to while campaigning — 
once he acquires office. 
Or, more specifically, compare Carter 
as a gubernatorial candidate with Carter 
the governor, Reagan the candidate with 
Reagan the governor, or Ford the con­ 
gressman with Ford the president It will 
be illuminating.
